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AYMENT invariably in advance, except 
Pp for orders of $10 or more. I prefer to 
make no shipments C. O. D., but will 
ship in this way to accommodate patrons, when 
twenty-five per cent of the amount of order is 
sent before shipment, adding return charges. 
Please do not use postage stamps in remitting. 
Small favors thankfully received always, but 
I cannot undertake to fill an order for an amount less than one 
dollar. Six and fifty of a variety will be supplied at dozen and 
hundred rates respectively. I deliver all goods to forwarders here without charge, after which my 
control and, consequently, my responsibility ceases. I particularly caution patrons against ordering 
shipments of Hardy Perennial Plants by freight; they should go by express, or, in small lots, by mail. 
Transportation charges on all shipments by express or freight are to be paid by the purchaser, unless by 
special agreement to the contrary. 

Packing is executed in a thorough manner to insure arrival of all shipments at destination in prime 
condition for growing. Special pains are taken to pack lightly; thereby reducing the expense of trans- 
portation to a minimum. All goods at prices quoted are packed free. Everything is labeled. 

It is my custom, should the supply of a variety become exhausted, ( which occasionally occurs in all 
nurseries ) to substitute in its stead a similar sort. When it is desired that I shall not do this, it must be 
so stated in the order. To simply add the words ‘‘No Substitution”’ is all that is necessary. 

Claims, if any, must be made upon receipt of goods when they will be carefully and cheerfully 
examined, and if just, all made satisfactory. Claims made after fifteen days from receipt of goods, will, 
as a rule, not be entertained. 

I am able to ship direct to all points reached by the United States Express, Adams Express or 
Southern Express and to all points reached by the American, Wells-Fargo, National or Pacific Express 
via New York City. All shipments made under the special?reduced rates for Trees, Plants and Bulbs. 

For Over thirty years I have been engaged in laying 
out and planting private estates—both large and small. I 
make plans and estimates of cost for landscape work of 
any character or extent. Where important work is con- 
templated upon large grounds, a personal visit to the 
property is necessary ; for grounds of limited extent | 
am usually able to make a plan if but a rough outline, 
giving dimensions and locations of buildings, is mailed 
me. My prices for supplying and planting the nursery 
stock required to execute the plan are so moderate that 
my estimate is usually accepted; hence, it is but rarely 
that I make any charge for a plan.

Autumn is the best season of the year for planting this queen of hardy perennial plants. September, Octo- 
ber, November, December—any time after September ro until the ground is frozen too hard to dig. No danger 
of winter-k:lling—it is as hardy as rhubarb; never known to winter-kill even in upper Canada.

Although not generally known, yet it is a fact nevertheless, that Hardy Phlox planted in the autumn live 
with scarcely a failure, and flower with far greater freedom the first season than those planted in spring. Too 
much can scarcely be said of the beauty and usefulness of the Phloxes of today ; the imp1ovement of recent years 
being well-nigh marvelous. The list of varieties is very long; I have selected after a careful test the following 
as the very best of all to cover the whole gamut of color and season. For best effect plant in masses. Do not 
plant sparingly—a plant of two of a kind does not give a correct idea of the real beauty of the variety it represents.

Evergreen ‘l'rees 


August and September are the best months in the year for 
planting Evergreen trees, if one can give them water. Should 
there be plenty of rain no artificial watering is needed. It fre- 
quently occurs, however, that there is very little rainfall during 
these months. Therefore, unless you have facilities that will en- 
able you to apply water at time of planting and later, do not 
plant Evergreens in the autumn; do not run the risk. 

Owing to limited space I name but a few of the hardiest and 
most useful Evergreen trees, and of these I can give but brief 
descriptions. The prices quoted are for bushy, well-furnished 
trees, in sizes that can readily be shipped by express. Quotations 
for larger sizes and for varieties other than those named, will be 
cheerfully given by letter upon receipt of request. 

In shipping, each tree is “ lifted’’ with a ball of earth, and the 
roots, with the soil, encased in burlap. 


American Arborvitae ( 7huya occidentalis). Well-known and 
popular. Of upright habit and very useful. 2 ft., 35 cts. each;

Berckman’s Golden Arborvitae (iota aurea nana). Aper- 
fect gem, and the most beautiful of all dwarf evergreens. Con- 
ical form; very dense and compact.

Spruce and the same ironclad hardihood, but is more compact and PYRAMIDAL ARBORVITA 
dense in mike up; of symmetrical, pyramidal habit and quite rapid in 
growth. Its greatest charm, however, lies in the bright steel-blue color of its massive foliage. It is one of the 
few evergreens that succeed at the seaside, where almost all others succumb to the salt-laclen air, and is so 
hardy it endures a temperature far below zero.
